Committee Reaches Agree- 
ment on Necessity of Ob- 
taining Certain Changes 
to the Constitution. 
OTTAWA, Jan. 15—Jan. 28 has 


been fixed as the opening date | 
for the Dominion-Provincial com- | 


mittee on amendments to the 

British North America Act, Invi- 
tations have been telegraphed by 

Hon. Ernest Lapointe, minister of 
justice, to all provincial attor- 
Meys-general, asking them to 

come to Ottawa on that date, 

Mr. Lapointe and some represent- 
atives of provincial legal depart- 
ments sat on the committee on fin- 
ancial questions which finished its 
work Tuesday and reached agree- 
ment on the necessty of obtaining 
certain amendments to the constitu- 
tion. 

RESOLUTION ADOPTED 

At the Dominion-provincial con- 
ference in December the sub-con- 
ference on constitutional questions 
adopted .a resolution that Canada, 
as in the case of all other self-gov- 
erning dominions, should have the 
power to amend the Canadian con- 
stitution. 

The resolution was adopted by a 
vote of nine to one with the New 
Brunswick delegate dissenting be- 
cause he cou'd not approve in its 
entirety the resolution, which fol- 
lows: 

“4—That amendments to the Brit- 
ish North America Act are now and | 
subsequently may be necessary and 
imperative. 

“Q—That, as in the case of all the | 
other self-governing Dominions, 
Canada should have the power to 
amend the Canadian constitution | 
providing a method of procedure 
therefore satisfactory to the Dom- 
inion parliament and provincial 
legislatures be devised 

“3—That the minister of justice 
convene at an early date a meeting 
of appropriate officials of the Dom- | 
inion and provinces to prepare a 
draft of such method of procedure | 
to be submitted to a subsequent 
conference. 


“4—That a conference be held at} 


an early date after such draft has | 
been prepared to consider euch 
method of procedure.”

EIGHT STATUTES 

Here are the eight statutes which 
will be examined in the supreme 
court’s legal laboratory: Employ- 
ment and Social Insurance Act, Na- 
tural Products Marketing Act, Mini- 
mum Wage Act, Limitation of 
Hours of Work Act, The Day of 
Rest Act, The Dominion Trade and 
Industry Act, Farmers’ Creditors 
Arrangement Act and certain sec- 
tions of the criminal code based on 
recommendations of the mass buy- 
ing commission.

Close check-up of scarlet fever

HOW DID IT HAPPEN? 


Mr. King, member of the legislature for 
Cochrane, says only 20 persons in his consti- 
tuency are on relief, and he thinks “some of the 
20 could be taken off.” 

A situation of that kind anywhere in the 
province excites curiosity. The Government 
should find out how this miracle has happened. 
The information might be useful in other parts. 

A district in which only 20 people need 
public assistance occupies a distinguished posi- 
tion, is bound to be envied, and might well be 
imitated if the relief cases there are so few 
because of action that has been taken to pro- 
vide employment. 


RETAIN THE TAXPAYERS 

Premier Aberhart is on solid ground in 
taking steps to prevent municipalities selling 
taxpayers’ property for arrears of taxes except 
where this is “absolutely necessary.” 

That will be less necessary now that in- 
creased federal allowances are to be passed 
along to the municipalities on account of unem- 
ployment relief. The move to stop sales is 
therefore timely. 

And even where such sales are held to be 
necessary they are usually bad business. De- 
priving a taxpayer of his property for a frac- 
tion of what it is worth is a pennywise and 
pound foolish policy, to say nothing about the 
principle involved. It is better to keep tax- 
payers on the roll than to cut them off, even 
when cutting them off means getting others on. 
For in the majority of cases the new names 
would likely be added to the list anyway in 
course of time. 

TIRED OF PRETENCE 

When Premier Baldwin asked the Conserva- 
tives in Ross and Cromarty “in the interest of 
the National Government” to vote for Mr. Mal- 
colm MacDonald, his secretary for Dominions 
affairs, they replied they would not do it, and 
told him “Your action challenges the whole 
democratic structure of the Unionist party.” 

They might have gone further, and told him 
a coalition government in its composition 
“challenges the whole democratic structure” of 
any country, being based on compromise and 
holding office under a pretence of unity. Politi- 
cal honesty cannot live in a coalition atmos- 
phere. 

Canadian electors have no cause to regret 
that they refused to be beguiled by the soft 
nothings of those “best minds” who tried to get 
them to set up a coalition government at Ottawa 
with a National label on it 

The rebellion in Ross-Cromarty, following 
the explosion touched off by the Laval-Hoare 
affair, carries its own significance. The days of 
Britain's coalition are numbered, rather because 
than despite its recent overwhelming victory at 
the polls. 


GERMANY LOOKS FOR TRADE 


Germany has a trade commission scouting 
around for business in Manchukuo, and seem- 
ingly finding what it is looking for. 

Since both the yen and the mark are under 


disapproval in the best circles of international - 


finance, having little gold behind them, there is 
a prospect that the two countries will strike up 
a lively trade. 

Of course, neither country having much gold, 
the trade will be “barter,” whether called that 
or not. Each will have to reckon the money of 
the other in terms of things it wants, not gold. 

But that, in this peculiar age, is an advan- 
tage rather than a hindrance to the making of 
trade bargains. Gold is not cutting mypch of a 
figure now in international commerce. Britain, 
for instance, is doing business with pounds 
which cannot be converted into gold. And, to 
the consternation of the orthodox, it is leading 
the world in trade and recovery. 

Canada should invite Germany's commission 
to go home by way of the Dominion, stopping 
off here long enough to hunt up some chances 
for business. And should tell the commission 
we, too, have got cver the gold superstition and 
are willing to trade on a basis of products for 
products. 


MARKING T IME

business, as a wet blanket may smother a fire.

What new taxes are to be imposed, if any, 
what regulative measures are to be put into 
effect, whether or what codes are to be estab- 
lished; are questions which directly relate to the 
conditions under which the manufacturers and 
businessmen generally will have to carry on 
their undertakings. 

Business plans cannot be made until it is 
known what intentions the Ministers have in 
these directions, and until the probable result 
of the measures are evaluated. Nobody can be 
expected to stake money in any major business 
operation until he has this information and has 
calculated what will be the results of the 
changes in increasing his wurcens or limiting his 
opportunities. 

That the Government's program has not yet 
been announced can be understood. The Minis- 
ters have undoubtedly been busy. And that 
they have a complication of financial difficulties 
to deal with is clear enough. 

But it is also plain that businessmen in the 
province are marking time because they do not 
know what the program may mean for them in 
the way of changed conditions. 

It is to be supposed that as a result of the 
interview the Ministers will speed up their 
plans in any way possible and make them 
known with as little delay as may be. The 
public, not less than the manufacturers and the 
merchants, will hope so. While progress is being 
reported in most of the other provinces, we are 
not in Alberta “getting any anywhere.”

Causes of Flatulence 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Flatulence, or excessive stomach and intes- 
tinal gas, is one of the symptoms very com- 


‘monly found among those sick enough to gon- 


sult a doctor.- It is.also a frequent symptom 
among those considering themselves in average 
good health, who are nevertheless inconveni- 
enced occasionally by gas 
pressure following the use of 
a meal consisting of unwise 
mixtures of food. Flatulence 
may accompany many of the 
disorders of the stomach and 
intestines and is a prominent 
symptom among patients 
with chronic indigestion, coli- 
tis, constipation, chronic ap- 
pendicitis, etc. It may occur 
as a symptom in gall bladder 
disorders and proves annoy- 
ing to the nervous patient suffering from 
“nervous indigestion.” Mild disturbances of the 
digestive processes rseulting from the use of 
rich foods or from the use of foods wholesome 
in themselves but incorrectly combined, often 
result in the formation of an excessive amount 
of gas, which proves troublesome to the patient. 
The thin, slender patient with prolapsus is like- 
ly to be made uncomfortable by gas which 
accumulates, Sleep disturbances such as dreams 
and nightmares likewise may be induced by the 
same symptom. 

In those complaining principally of stom- 
ach gas, the most likely cause is air-swallowing. 
These patients have formed the habit of swal- 
lowing air unconsciously and their efforts to 
belch it up only causes additional air to enter 
the stomach. The hydrochloric acid of the 
stomach discourages the formation of gas in 
this organ to some extent, and when it is

* actually present it will usually be due either to 


air-swallowing or to the use of certain foods 


,which do not agree with the patient. When 
y the patient uses a food which previous experi- 


ence has taught him will cause gastric discom- 
fort, including gas pressure, there undoubtedly 
exists a strong expectancy that the former dis- 
tress will repeat itself and this unconscious 
expectation of trouble helps the anticipated 
symptoms to appear. Self-suggestion of this 
type will .have considerable power to bring 
about the discomfort feared. 

In normal health, there is present at all 
a small 
amount of gas; however, inasmuch as we are 
unaware of it, its presence is ignored. It is 
only when gas accumulates in an abnormal 
amount, that the patient is cognizant of its 
formation. 

The common causes of flatulence are: Over- 
eating; the use of wrong food combinations; 
the use of foods which ferment easily because 
of their chemical compositions such as onions, 
garlic, cooked cabbage and beans; the excessive | 
use of starch and sugar; eating too rapidly 
without chewing the food long enough; and 
eating when tired or enervated. 

Dietetic indiscretions are the _ principal 
cause of flatulence. Even after the patient 
corrects those habits of eating which are “not 
good” and substitutes for them those habits 
which are good, an immediate change for the 
better may not be apparent, although after fol- 
lowing these good habtis for several weeks, a 
gradual improvement will occur. It is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that one may eat unwisely 
for years and then by a simple change in diet, 
expect a cure overnight. At least a few weeks 
must elapse before the digestive juices will be- 
come better adjusted to each other, and before 
the excess bacteria in the intestine will dimin- 
ish. These excess bacteria had, for a long time, 
the purpose of breaking up the food materials 
being used in too large an amount or being 
used in the wrong combinations. After living 
on a better diet for several weeks, the bacteria 
will decrease because they are no _ longer 
needed. It is often to cut down on the amount 
of starch consumed, as starchy foods usually 
cause the most fermentation.

QUESTION—C. E. writes: “Am _ enervated 
all the time.

Journalists visiting the former stamping 
grounds of the late Huey Long say that the 
master demagogue of the century will live in 
the memory of his people as a martyred saint. 

Aged workmen there were, who when Huey 
lay stricken with a bullet, prayed that they 
might be taken if he could be 
spared. They remembered 
his free schoolbooks, his 
school bus services, his new 
schoolhouse, his roads, his tax 
reductions, his debt morator- 
ium and his abolition of the 
poll tax. They thought that 
if he lived he would fulfil his 
promises to give every man 
a home, a car, a radio and 
$5000 a year. But except 
among the aged and the cre-

dulous, the example of Huey Long is chiefly 
used to back up the theory that an able man 
who knows his job and does things, is better 
for the public—even if he does fill his own 


pockets—than the honest nincompoop who 
blunders and dallies and has only his probity to 
commend him. 

Not that Huey couldn't quote the Bible and 
talk the mediaeval theology that passes for re- 
ligion in some parts of the ignorant south. He 
believed in being all things to all men. He built 
a political machine that is said to still collect 
$5,200,000 a year from the gambling joints and 
resorts in the red light district of New Orleans, 
and a further $2,500,000 from slot machine and 
punch board privileges. The heirs, Bob Maestri, 
Commissioner of Conservation and large owner 
of property in the bagnio district of New Or- 
leans, and his rival, Seymour Weiss, are run- 
ning the political Bane + Huey perfected. 


Heywood dicen, thoemand dollar a week 
columnist of the New York World-Telegram, 
has been spending some time in the haunts of 
the former Kingfish of Louisiana politics. He 
reports Huey still the second favorite topic of 
discussion in the bars and restaurants of New 
Orleans. 

One old French restaurant man who boasts 
that anyone can buy dinner for two years at 
his place and never eat the same dish twice, 
had bitter regret for Huey, but it was more a 
professional than a political regret. It was 
because Huey always said “Bring me fried 
oysters.” As Broun tells the story, the maestro 
repined thusly: 

“A chef he works for years to prepare 
himself, and then the great man comes and 
says, ‘Fried oysters.’ Sometimes it is a dozen 
Huey wants and sometimes two dozen. Just 
fried oysters and a bottle of Worcestershire 
sauce. Upon each oyster a drop of Worces- 
tershire, and then each one he takes in his 
fingers and eats so. 

“Huey Long is my friend. I have said to 
him:—‘It is not good to eat fried oysters in 
your fingers. It is worse when you have put 
on them the Worcestershire sauce” And I 
have told him, ‘Use the fork as much as pos- 
sible.’ But each time I have told Huey he 
would laugh and order more fried oysters and 
eat them with his fingers.” 

Monsieur A. sipped his cognac slowly and 
said:—"I am French and you are American, 
and perhaps you would not understand. In 

France we have a thing called democracy. I 
do not know exactly how to translate it for 
you. It means go slowly. That is why I am 
against dictators and people who eat fried 
oysters in their fingers. They are in too much 
of a hurry. What would you? There are 
days to come and there will be more oysters.” 

“No,” said a newspaper man, “Huey was 
right. His days were numbered and he had 
to hurry. He wanted to make the world his 
oyster.” 

“But yes,” said Monsieur A, “it is so I 
have said it. He should not have tried to 
take it in his fingers. He should have used 
a fork.” 

The sayings and doings on his western 
American visit in 1882 of an English aesthete 
who didn’t use his fingers in eating fried 
oysters, are amusingly told in a new book, 
“Oscar Wilde Discovers America,” The long- 
haired poet with his knee breeches, velvet coat, 
sunflower, effeminate manners and talk about 
art for art’s sake and of beauty for the good 
of the soul, was a god-send for the caricatur- 
ists and the pranksters. 

Audiences admired his wit and men with 
shrewd judgment noted the square shoulders 
and two hundred pounds of brawn inside the 
velvet coat, The Bohemian Club members in 
San Francisco plotted a great joke. They were 
to dine and wine Oscar. The fun was to start 
after they got him helplessly drunk. Manfully 
they struggled, but when the gray dawn ar- 
rived, Wilde was still speaking in calm, un- 
hurried tones, but the rest were dead to the 
world. This herculean feat in masculinity had 
to be avenged. The plotters arranged to in- 
trigue the visitor into a dollar ante poker 
game. 

Wilde wakened out of a stained-glass atti- 
tude to enquire, “What is dollar ante?” and the 
boys chuckled in their throats as Oscar took a 
seat. Slowly the cards were dealt. Wilde 
gazed away into space, with a look of unutter- 
able melancholy. Everybody went in. A Cap- 
tain Foster bet five dollars, and his friend Ned 
Fry raised him five. Oscar murmured dubiously 
but put up his portion. 

“Ten harder,” said the captain. 

“Ten more than you,” remarked Fry. 

Wilde knit his brow and said, “The o’er- 
shadowing sky is murky, but I must stay. I 
will—how do you phrase it—call? I will call 
on you?” 

The captain laid down his cards with a 
smile of triumph. “Three aces,” said he. 

“Full hand,” said Fry proudly, and reached 
for the pot. 

“Too-too,” the poet murmured, and laid 
down four deuces. 

As he arose, he said drawlingly to the com- 
pany, “Now I remember, gentlemen. We used 
to indulge in this little recreation at Oxford. 
Come and take a snifter with me.” 

All this happened before a British poet 
issued the international warning: 

“But oh beware of my countryman, 
When my countryman grows polite.”

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1896 the political 
crisis at Ottawa, precipitated on 
January 8 by the resignation of 
seven members of the Bowell 
ministry, was ended by a com- 
promise. Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
had offered to resign; Lord Aber- 
deen declined to accept his 
resignation; Sir Charles Tupper, 
who had corte from England to 
try and salvage the Conservative 
party from its shipwreck, had 
declined to “have anything to do 
with the re-organization of the 
government unless all parties 
would agree to bury the past.” 
There was thus no alternative 
but for the “nest of traitors” (as 
Bowell called the mutineers) to 
return and await developments. 

This was done, it being under- 
stood that it was purely a tem- 
porary arrangement and that just 
as soon as Sir Charles Tupper 
could be elected to parliament, 
he having become secretary of 
state, Sir Mackenzie would retire. 
Sir Charles was elected for,Cape 
Breton and on February 11 took 
his seat in the Commons, depos- 
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ing G. E. Foster as leader. On 
April 27 Sir Mackenzie resigned, 
Sir Charles was sworn as Prime 
Minister, and the campaign be- 
gan which ended in the disastrous 
defeat of the Conservatives on 
June 23 and the advent of Wil- 
frid Laurier to power. 


The bolters from Bowell were , 


severely criticised by both friends 
and foes, but the judgment of his- 
tory now seems to be that by 
coming out in the open they took 

a better course than if the quar- 
rela had been suppressed and a 
condition created much like in 
which J. Israel Tarte in later 
years asserted that there were 
times when ministers in council 
“fought like blazes.” 

Sir Charles Tupper gave his 
all in that election campaign. 
Well over 70 years of age he 
waged a great fight, but the split 
in the party over the Manitoba 
remedial bill together with the 
resentment of Bowell's friends 
deprived his party of any chance 
of victory. It was all a sorry mess 
without parallel in our political 
history.

Sir Henry Thornton

CHAPTER IX. | 

Discussing the building of the | 
Canadian National Railways with 
Courtney Ryley Cooper, the Amer- 
ican journalist, Sir Henry once said: 
“Please understand that in speak- 
ing of this fight I do not attempt to 
paint a picture of a struggle be- 
tween the forces of darkness and 
light. Men fought me because they 
were sincere, because they believed 
it impossible to administer these 
roads without politics and that any- 
one who did call it possible was a 
fool. Sometimes they called me a 
three-ring circus showman and a 
four-flusher. They meant it and 
they believed it.” 

It had not been a struggle be- 
tween evil and good; it had begun 
as a legitimate battle between two 
rival concerns, until the unexpected 
success of the weaker, allied to the 
pre-depre-zion illusion that pros- 
perity had come to stay for good, 
had carried competition beyond the 
bounds of sanity, and—to those who 
looked behind the immediate prob- 
lems—as a clash of elements that 
lay deeper in the economic struc- 
ture. 

And even in the summer of 1931, 
when the campaign of saboiage| 
launched against the Canadian Na- 
tional had developed a sinister note, 
it was still, in the final analysis, | 
not a struggle between the forces of | 
darkness and light. But it had been | 
removed from the realms of de- 
cency. 


DARK IMPLEMENTS 


Dark agents and darker imple- 
ments had been brought into play; 
all the pettiness of which the wards 
were capable, all the narrow pre- 
judices, the shallow enthusiasms 
and fitful hatreds of communities 
dominated by unprincipled sections 
of the country’s press had been as- 
sembled to discredit the man whose 
removal was essential to the forces 
with which he was in conflict. 
While the Montreal Gazette lec- 
tured in the tones of the elder 
statesman, and the Financial Post 
«poke in the accents of a troubled 
guardian of the nation’s finances, 
the Toronto Telegram turned upon 
Sir Henry Thornton the full force 
of its capacity for attack. And the 
political opportunists of 1931, strain- 
ing at the leash of Parliamentary 
custom, were waiting for the word 
to spring. 

The Railway Committee met 
again on June 5th, the first time 
this body had been called together 
since the general election. As there 
had been no re-definition of its 
function, jts purpose was theoretic- 
ally unaltered.

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since its inception, of an extremely 
broad nature. 

Within the compass of its delib- 
erations fell any question touching 
upon the wisdom of the appropria- 
tion, and therefore every policy ini- 
tiated by the railway management 
since it came into existence.

In the’ nature of this change 
which had come over a once ami- 
able, once unspectacular, group: of 
parliamentarians, could be found 
the answer to anyone who doubted, 
or denied, that the railway was at 
the mercy of political elements. 
Since the private accounts, the most 
minute details of administration, 
the whole complex structure of the 
company could be dissected by‘ this 
bedy and presented to the ten mil- 
lion people in Canada—-the custom: 
ers, the managers of rival concerns, 
the envious and the unserupulous-~ 
the C.N.R. had no real protection 
against the overwhelming disadvan- 


tages such publicity entailed. The 
decision as to whether the road 
survived or went under was there- 
fore in the hands of the Govern- 
ment, and-had been since the rail- 
way’s inception. 

The argument raised—the con- 
tinually reinterated argument—was 
that the people of Canada were the 
shareholders and therefore entitled 
to know all there things that share- 
holders were usually entitled to 
know—a sum of knowledge which, 
incidentally, is more limited with a 
private corporation than some com- 
mittee’ members that year were 
willing to admit. The final answer 
to that argument was that a private 
corporation does not aggressively 


wash its dirty linen, nor revcal its | 
public for | 


legitimate troubles,: in 
the benefit of its competitors and 
that, if such a procedure were re- 


sorted to, it might just as well g9| disillusion 


into liquidation ahd s=-ve the time 
of everybody concerned. 


PROMISING ENTERPRISE 

Until 1931 the committee had re- 
spected the railway’s content!on 
that it be permitted to refuse to 
divulge information it regarded as 
necessarily confidential, because 
the Government and the couniry 
were convinced that it was a prom- 
ising and successful enterprise; in 
that year the permission was tacitly 
re‘used, because the. Government 
and the people thought it was an 
unpromising and unsuccessful en- 
terprise. But this vital decision-- 
and therefore the fate of the Cana- 
dian National—lay, not with the 
management charged with its ad- 
ministration, but with the Govern- 
ment charged merely with its sup- 
ervision. 

Important changes had _ taken 
place in the personnel of the com- 
mittee. Col. Cantley, wiose friends 
had caught colds coming up the St. 
Lawrence, was still there, and so 
were Leslie Bell, Lieut.-Col. Geary, 
the Hon. James Dew Chaplin and 
Richard Burpee Hanson, and Gen- 
eral Sir Eugene Fiset.

an important role in the proceed- 
ings. 

Sir Henry unfolded the sad story 
of 1930. Gross revenues were down 
from the 1929 figure by forty-six 
million dollars and—‘“what is more 
interesting and important to the 
members’—they had dropped sixty- 
three millions from the 1928 figure. 
Expenses had been cut by twenty- 
six millions, half of which repre- 
sented reductions in transportation 
expenses, The belt had tightened— 
“But we are not done ... we are 
by no means finished, because no 
matter how well you may be doing 
there is always a little something 
more that can be done.” 

The burden of the Grand Trunk 
legacies, however, had been heavy. 
Deferred maintenance—due to the 
desire of the old administration to 
pay dividends—had had to be made 
up, and that still reflected upon the 
Canadian National expenditures. 

He turned to the record of the 
eight-year periodwf his administra- 
tion. Four hundred millions had 
been spent during that time on 
capital account, but “happily in our 
case I feel we have got behind most 
of our capital expenditures,” The 
result was reflected in the in- 
creased earning power of the road 
during normal times. 

“If we take the year 1930 and 
compare it with 1922, we find that 


the increase in net revenue to the | 


railwey company is $17,000,000'-- 
excluding the Central Vermont 
Railway, which the preceding year 
had met all its fixed charges and 
pa'd $150,000 besides. 

The committee listened in silence, 
broken only by the occasional un- 
important query. In that year of 
the white elephant 
which some years before Sir. Henry 
had triumphantly announced was 
growing pink, and which had 
eventually turned into a gloriously 
bedecked beast of burden, had 
again assumed a ghastly pallor. 


He turned to the hotels—the 
Chateau Laurier, Jasper. Park 
Lodge, the unfinished building at 
Vancouver and those others which 
had set the pace for commercial 
entertainment. “We have an in- 
dustry in Canada which is lucra- 
tive and important. 

“It is second only to the agricul- 
tural problem of the country. I 
refer to the tourist business of Can- 
ada. It nets to this country an- 
nually a sum which is not less than 
$300,000,000. It depends upon the 
fishing clubs, golf courses and it 
depends upon our hotels. In other 
words, the point I want to make is 
that this tourist industry ... is not 
exactly the business of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, nor of the Canadian 
National, it is the business of the 
country as a whole .. . The Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway has always 
keen distinguished for wisdom and 
sagacity in management, and I 
meke that statement quite cheer- 
fully and, as a railway man, I sin- 
cerely believe it. In the years from 
1923 to 1930 their contribution to 
this tourist business—their invest- 
ments in hotels, both new hotels 
and additions to old hotels, were 
represented by the capital sum of 
$45,000,000 . . . The contribution of 
the Canadian National in the same 
period is $16,000,000.” 


TOTAL EXPENDITURES 

The total expenditures in succes- 
sive years upon employees told the 
story of the railway’s rise and fall 
more graphically than any other 
statistical material which Sir 
Henry could present. In 1923, 108,-

pean affairs that the duce could be 
missed.

Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin specifically approved the 
Laval-Hoare proposals in the 
House of Commons. More than 
that, Mr. Baldwin added that if he 
could reveal the real motifs which 
led to the formulation of the pro- 

Is, he had no duobt that the 

louse would not hesitate a mo- 
ment to back Sir Samuel Hoare. 


The choice of the great powers, } 


France and England, therefore nar- 
rows rown to the following: Let 
Mussolini drift into a debacle and 
endanger the existence of the Fas- 
cist regime in Italy, or save Musso- 
lini by securing him an “honor- 
able” peace. The Ethiopian cause 
has become a matter of secondary 
consideration. 

What will the new proposals be, 
since it is clear that neither France 
nor England desire an Italian mili- 
tary fiasco in Africa nor a collapse 
of the Fascist regime? 


OLD TREATY STANDS 

The new proposals have been 
made. They are old, that is they 
have been made long ago. But Mr. 
Baldwin has recently re-stated 
them in the House of dommons. 

Mr. Baldwin declared in parlia- 
ment on Wednesday, Dec. 11, that 
the agreement entered into between 
Britain and Italy on the subject of 
Ethiopia ten years ago remains 
standing today. 

This agreement gives Britain a 
mortgage on the waters of Tana 
Lake and of the Blue Nile in Ethio- 
pia. Under the terms of the same 
agreement Great Britain under- 
takes to support Italy in obtaining 
“territorial and economic advan- 
tages in the Ethiopian empire.” 
These territorial and economic ad- 
vantages surpass by far what was 
contained in the Laval-Hoare peace 
proposals. 


In other words Britain is pledged | 


to hekp Italy to dismember the 
empire of the Negus. The pledge 
was made ten years ago. Mr. Balds 
win said on Dec. 11 last that it 
holds good today. 

Those “real motives” have. not 
changed. They are Mussolini’s def- 
inite warning’ to M. Pierre Laval, 
prime minister of France, that 
Italy will consider any sharpening 
of the sanctions as a cause for war 
and M. Laval’s secret announce- 
ment to the British government 
that France would not stand «by 
Britain in the event of a conflict 
with Italy. 

Mussolini has not withdrawn his 
threats. Pierre Laval is still prime 
minister of France. There may be 
a change in French foreign policy 
when M. Laval is overthrown, but 
for the time being France will not 
be a partner to an accentuation of 
the sanctions against Italy. 

The situation would have reached 


; 4 stalemate and Mussolini's only 


course would be to double his mili- 
tary efforts in Africa, but of this 
he is not capable, in the estimation 
of neutral military observers. Not 
because he lacks troops or because 
the Italian soldiers are inferior to 
the Ethiopian forces, but because 
the Italian exchequer cannot stand 
the additional strain. So far the 
war has cost Italy eight billion lire 
and the daily upkeep of the ex- 
peditionary force in Africa comes 
to 24 millions. Italian foreign trade 
is at a standstill. The gold reserve 
is dwindling rapidly. 

The annexation of important 
parts of the. Ethiopian empire by 
Italy is therefore a fore-ordained 
conclusion, not only in Rome, but 
in London. And in Paris as well, 
for M. Pierre Laval gave Mussolini 
his assurance on Feb. 4, 1935, that 
France would not hinder an Italian 
expedition of conquest; 

It will be extraordinary difficult 
to offer Mussolini anything ‘less ‘in 
the future than was included in 
the Laval-Hoare. proposals. .To ac- 
cept Jess would smack too much of 
defeat. It may be tHat the military 
situation in Africa, or the economic 
situation jn Italy, or the diplomatic 
situation in Europe,. will force’ the 
Duce in a less favorable position 
than he is today, But that is just 
exactly what France and Britain 
seek to prevent. ‘They do not want 
Mussolini's position to get worse. 
Therefore the next peace proposals 
will not differ a great deal from the 
Laval-Hoare plan. Most likely they 
will be still more favorable to Italy. 

But they will not be published 
prematurely in the world's press: 
That is where the mistake lay with 
the Laval-Hoere plan. It, got too 
much publicity. The diplomats will 
be more cautious next time. 
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000 men had been etaployed and

They have certain rights 
that have to be regarded by beth 
the Government, as I understand it, 
and by the railway company itself 
You cannot turn a horde of people 
loose upon the street and merely 
transfer the burden of their main- 
tenance from the railway company 
to the city or to the province or to 
the federal Government.”

ONTARIO TAX

Provincial Income Tax 
Will Replace Municipal 
Levies 

TORONTO, Jan. 15.~In a surprise 
move last night, Acting Premier 
Nixon made public details of the 
Ontario government's provincial in- 
come tax legislation to be intro- 
duced at the next legislative session, 
opening Jan. 21. The provincial tax 
will replace municipal levies, col- 
lected by most cities, and the muni-

All annual incomes of more than 
$1,000 for single persons and of 
more than $2,000 for married per- 
sons will be taxed. These statutory 
exemptions are the same as the 
federal income tax exemptions. Ex- 
emptions amounting to $400 for 
each child or dependent are per- 
mitted.

“t's just like dipping chocolates,’ 
explained Mr. Ennismore as Mr. 
Dawes plunged a chicken into a pot 
of wax heated to 130 degrees. 

“Just like hanging up your hat,” 
continued narrator Ennismore as 
plucker Dawes hung the thoroughly 
waxed bird up on a rack to dry. 


80 VERY EASY 

In rapid succession, Dawes dipped 
ten birds three times each to build 
up the wax coat and by the time 
the tenth and last chicken was 
hung up the first was ready for 
“the works,” 

“Just like peeling a banana,” con- 
tinued Mr. Ennismore as Mr. Dawes 
took down the first bird to be 
dipped, bent its centre and stripped 
off the wax coating. With the wax, 
which was removed in less time 
than it takes to husk a cob of 
corn, came all the scurf, feathers 
jand fine hair from the chicken. 

To prepare the poultry for this 
scientific deehairing each bird must 
be stripped of its rough feathers 
down to the troublesome and hard- 
to-remove fuzz. 

The process is strictly a whole- 
sale proposition for farmers mar- 
keting 30 or more birds at one time. 
The wax can be boiled up again 
and filtered through a cloth to re- 
move the feather wastage and pre- 
pare the solution for use again. 

The new wax process plucks the 
meat as clean of hair and fuzz as 
@ billiard ball, and has the same 
general effect on the bird as a mus-

The famous “Battle of Bunker Hill” 
wes fought on Breeds Hill, just outside 
of Boston. Here a few men of courage 
withstood two fierce attacks of the 
British on June 17, 1775. The British 
attacked a third time up Breeds Hill, 
and this time dislodged the Americans 
and took the hill. However, the losses 
to the British were about a thousand 
men, including eighty-nine — officers 
This battle encouraged the American 
men so much that they continued their 
fight for freedom. In 1843 a marble 
monument 221 feet high was erected 
on Breeds Hill to commemorate the 
occasion and Daniel Webster delivered 
the main address. The hill has for 
many years been called “Bunker Hill, 
which is the name of another hill 
nearby.

Almost certainly each of those 
persons would have thought me 
“a sap” had he known I was walk- 
ing seven miles at that speed and 
would be at my desk a few minutes 
after 7 a.m., and would do the 
work of at least two men before I

PROTEST SPORT 
FOR GAIN ON 


Government Urged to En- 
force Strictly Lord’s 
Day Act 


Protesting against the commer- 
Ccialization of Sunday sport in Ed- 
monton, and pointing out that not 
only was the law of God being 
broken in this respect but that the 
law of the land was also being dis- 
regarded, prominent churchmen re- 
presenting the Federation of 
Churches met Premier Aberhart, 
Attorney General Hugill and other 
members of the cabinet-on Tuesday 
afternoon and lodged a formal pro- 
test. 
The petition presented to the gov- 
ernment was read by Bishop A. E. 
Burgett, Anglican Bishop of Ed- 
monton, as chairman, and was 
spoken to by all the members of 


|advisement by the cabinet. 
| The following is the text of the 
petition presented; 


SAY LAW BROKEN 


“The citizens of Edmonton are 
asked to consider seriously the 
necessity of taking a firm stand 
against influences calculated to rob 
them of a day of rest and worship. 

“Attention is particularly direct- 
ed to the efforts which are being 
made by some, careless of the real 
issues involved, to commercialize 
Sunday sport and entertainment. 
The ministers of the city wish to 
call a'tention to the fact that the 
commercializing of sport as carried 
on in properties owned or controll- 
ed by the city, and therefore under 
the authority of the council, is a 
violation of the law of the land. 

“The Lord's Day Act of Canada 
declares that the charging of a fee 
| directly or indirectly at such or- 
| ganized games or entertainments is 
| illegal, Therefore, the holding of 
| games or entertainments where the 
soliciting of money at the entrance 
is practised is an evasion of the real 
| intent of the act. 


necessary in the corporate life of a 
people than a high regard for the 
sanctity of their laws,*and it is 
surely a serious matter that this 
law, placed upon the statute books 
by our forefathers, who had the 
welfare of Canada so close to their 
hearts, should be thoughtlessly vio- 
lated by any of our people. 

In the second place, it is evident 
that the Chr'stian Sunday which 
has hitherto been observed to the 
inestimable benefit of the Canadian 
people, is in grave danger of being 
broken down by influences which 
are alien to our traditions. 


IMPAIRS MORAL SENSE 


But the chief consideration in the 
entire question is that the law of 
God is being broken. The neces- 
sity for a day of rest with an op- 
portunity for worship, is written 
into the very constitution of man- 
kind, and this necessity is met in 
the Divine plan. To make light of 
this Divine provision is to impair 
the moral sense of our people and 
to set at naught the law of God. 

We, the Ministers of the Churches, 
therefore call upon those who value 
the higher interests of the com- 
munity to exert all their influence 
|in upholding the integrity of this 


| Canadian law in obedience to the | 


will of God. We call upon you to be 
ready to make personal sacrifices 
for the preservation of the highest 
things; we summon you that, by 
precept and example, you should 
lead the youth into paths which 
| bring to our nation not sorrow but 
| blessing. And, finally, we call upon 
all constituted authorities to dis- 
|charge their obligations in the 
| maintenance of this law of the land.

Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce Executives Meet 
Attacks on Banks 


TORONTO, Jan, 15.—An explana- 
tion of bank money and credit was 
the outstanding feature of the ad-/| 
dress of Mr. S. H. Logan, General | 
Manager of The Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, before the shareholders 
at their annual meeting at noon 
Tuesday. After drawing attention 
to the main points in the balance 
sheet presented at that time, and 
pointing out that operating costs 
and interest paid to the depositors 
brought the cost of money to the 
bank up to 4 per cent. he indicated | 
the unreasonableness of further re- 
duction in lending rates, and then 
launched upon the main theme of 
his address. 

The many attacks*made of late 
upon the Canadian banks disclosed | 
a confusion of ideas with regard to | 
banks and their powers and he) 
therefore proposed to tell his hear- 
ers a little about banking mach- 
inery and how it worked. 

“We have become so accustomed,” 
he said, “in this modern world to 
using money for all our purchases 
that it is easy to fall into the belief 
that money is the true and only 
source of purchasing power and 
that when trade dwindles the sole 
cause is a shortage in or a mal- 
distribution of the money supply. 
That is a fundamental error, for it| 
remains equally true in 1936 as it} 
was in the days of barter, .that the 
goods or services which a man has

MEDIUM OF EXCHANGE 

Money was a medium of ex- 
change for these goods and services, | 
and also a store of value. The rela- 
tion of demand to supply governed | 
the money value of these goods and 
services, and the purchasing power 
of an individual rose and fell with | 
the money value of the goods and | 
services offered. A surplus or de- 
ficiency in the supply of money | 
might affect comparative value in| 
some degree, but drastic upsets! 
were caused by non-monetary fac- 
tors, such as wars, crop failures, 
oyer-expansion of business and) 
tariffs. 

In Canada trading was carried 
on with two kinds of money. Thé| 
first was legal tender which (apart | 
from coinage) consisted of notes} 
issued by the Bank of Canada; that} 
is, promises by that bank to pay a} 
definite sum to the bearer on de- 
mand. These. notes werc , issued | 
against and fully covered by assets | 
owned by the bank, which included | 
gold and silver, securities and bal- 
ances abroad. When the gold stand-| 
ard was in force, legal tender notes | 
were redeemable in gold at the 
option of the holder, but at the 
present time in Canada, as in many 
other countries, the holder could 
not redeem them at all and they 
circulated and maintained their 
value, therefore, because the public 
had confidence in the Bank of Can- 
ada and because by law creditors 
must accept a settlement of debt 
offered in this form

Canadian~ banks 
since Confederation for redeeming | 
their promises promptly has been | 
so satisfactory that bank-money in 
this country is unhesitdtingly ac- 
cepted as readily as legal tender. 

Pointing out the need of suffic- 
jent margin of liquid assets over 
liabilities, Mr. Logan said that he 
wished to emphasize a fact which 
could not be stated too often, that 
the paramount duty of every bank 
was to keep the deposits entrusted 
to it safe and available for with- 
drawal by their owners; all other 
activities, including that of making

DENIES LOAN CHARGES 

Answering the charge that banks 
had delayed the return of prosper: | 
ity by denying loans to would-be 
borrowers possessed of credit war- 
ranting accommodation, he said, 
“While I freely admit that in the 
difficult task of estimating the 
credit standing of a client, bankers 
—who are no more than human— 
have made errors, I flatly deny the | 
general truth of these charges for 
I am convinced that the number of 
cases where ahy legitimate claim 
for a loan has been refused is far 
exceeded by the number of those 
where Toans have been made to the 
banker's loss. The banker has at 
all times a strotig inducement—that 
of increased income -—-to keep his 
investments at the lowést point and 
his loans at the highest point com- 
mensurate with the safety of his 
depositors. That inducement is at 
present doubly powerful for he has 
a larger proportion of his funds in 
liquid investments—chiefly Govern- 
ment obligations—than ever before, 
while the average return on such 
investments is now lower than at 
any time within a generation. Since 
this is so, does it. appeal to your 
common sénse as probable that a 
banker will deliberately refuse to 
make a loan where the exchange 
of the bank's credit for that of the 
borrower is warranted? Is it not 
evident, rather, that those possessed 
of the necessary credit, seeing no 
opportunity under existing con- 
ditions to make a profit by. ex- 
changing it for bank-credit, refrain 
from borrowing, and that it is this 
fact which is the principal cause 
of the decrease in total loans.”

the present monetary system was 
an intricate machine built up grad- 
ually on the experience of many 
generations and adjusted from time 
to time to meet changing circum- 
stances. 

Before we discard the machinery 
which has served us in the past 
let us at least be sure that we are 
not grasping at a shadow and losing 
the substance, he ended. 

The General Manager was fol- 
lowed by the President, Sir John 
Aird, who reviewed the business 
situation in Canada and other coun- 
tries. As Canada was now entering 
the fourth year of the business re- 
vival, she had a fair prospect of a 
broader and more regular advance 
than had been enjoyed for some 
time, the main qualification being 
the international tension in Europe 
and the Far East. The revival had 
been extended since midsummer to 
the heavy industries, including con 
struction. 

Of equal importance was the im- 
provement in farm purchasing 
power, in spite of crop damage in 
the West. 


MINING SITUATION BRIGHT 

Turning to the mining situation, 
Sir John said: “Widespread benefits 
have been derived from a gold pro- 
duction which has risen in value 
from less than 40 million dollars 
in 1929 to over 100 million dollars 
in 1935, exceeding the output I fore- 
casted a few years ago. 

Mining and forestry had been in- 


strumental in raising Canada’s ex- 
port trade as a whole to the high- 


est value since 1930. The metallurgs | jy, 


ical and marketing branches of 
mining had undergone a remark- 
able transformation, while minerals, 
lumber and newsprint were finding 
wider markets. 

On the subject of the increasing 
trend towards state intervention in 
business, as compared with con- 
ditions before the war, Sir John 
said: “You are aware of the various 
expedients, under government tute- 
lage, which have been undertaken 
as protective measures, ranging 
from a vast array of trade restric- 
tions to price fixing, commodity 
destruction, monetary manipulation 
and elaborate programmes of non- 
productive public: works. As a re- 
sult of these policies there is now 
a rigidity in the economic system 
which might easily bring about a 
permanent sub-normal standard of 
living throughout the world. The 
lesson from this would seem to be 
that natural forces should now be 
allowed freer play if the world is 
to recapture its former economic 
flexibility. So governments might 
well decide to avoid further ob- 
structive intervention in the spheres 
of commerce and finance and thus 
permit business enterprise tos gen- 
erate new productive and trading 
activities enuring to the common 
advantage of all classes of their 
communities.” 


CANADIAN CREDIT 
MAINTAINED 

The maintenance of Canadian 
credit during these years had been 
very gratifying. It was important 
for Canada to be scrupulous in this 
regard if she was in future to be 
sure of the influx of capital re- 
quired for her development. 

“As long as there exists uncer- 
tainty or distrust respecting such 
vital matters as world peace, stabil- 
ization of currencies, industrial re- 
lations, the attitude of governments 
towards private business and good 
faith as to public contractual ob- 
ligations, permanent improvement 
in world affairs is impossible. With- 
out that confidence, which is the 
moral and hence the most powerful 
influence in business, and indeed 
in all relations between man and 
man and of nation with nation, both 
domestic and international econ- 
omic conditions must remain un- 
satisfactory and disturbing. With it 
all things can be accomplished,” he 
concluded.
